LOS  ANGELES,  Cal.,  March  3—

alleged  character  damages.  Mrs. 
Kimball  files  the  suit  as  a result  of  an 
intimation  on  the  part  of  Mrs.,  Mc- 
Pherson that  she  was  the  mysterious 
Miss  X,”  who  figured  so  prominently 
in  the  McPherson  kidnapping  case. 

NEW  YORK — Although  its  self- 
declared  inventor,  Lester  Jennings 
Hendershot  has  a great  deal  of  pub- 
licity by  his  claim,  it  is  the  belief 
of  all  the  big  scientists  of  today  that 
the  proposition  of  a fuel-less  motojr  is 
impossible.  The  motor  is  supposed 
to  run  by  atmospheric  electricity.  Har- 
irison  Grey,  English^  scientist,  built 
motor  run  by  atmosphereic  electrici- 
ty, but  the  energy  .derived  from 
was  almost  infinitesimal.  Any  scientist 
will  declare  that  enough  electricity 
can  be  forced  out  of  the  air  to  light 
an  electric  lamp. 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  — Dispite 
the  good  work  of  the  Pan-American 
conference  at  Cuba  the  question  of 
Nicaragua  looms  as  one  of  the  great- 
est problems  of  the  United  States. 
Within  the  last  week  a supply  train 
has  been  ambushed,  with  the  result 
that  four  marines  will  never  -see  the 
United  States  again. 

Today  supply  planes  are  being 
rushed  to  the  interior  where  our 
marines  are  scouring  the  jungles  in 
search  of  Sandino,  the  bandit  who 
has  so  complicated-  the  settlement  of 
the  question. 

At  the  same  time  a deadly  war  of 
words  rages  in  the*  capitol.  Senators 
Dill  and  Borah  attack  the  administra- 
tion on  the  grounds  that  they  are  vio- 
lating the  sovereignity  of  Nicaragua  by 
allowing  our  marines  to  seek  Sandino. 

ATHENS— The  Greek  government 
is  having  more  trouble  trying  to  exe- 
cute its  dangerous  criminals  than  the 
rather  hesitant  wheels  of  justice  of 
Cook  county,  Illinois,  but  not  be- 
cause the  courts  fail  to.  impose  sen- 
tences calling  for  execution.  The  re- 
cent death  of  the  state  executioner  ha§ 
brought  about  a situation  that 
causing  the  astute  lawmakers  to  puz- 
zle over  a means  to  have  their  sen- 
tences carried  out,  in  as  much  as  no 
one  seems  willing  to  take  the  place. 

Wide  publicity  has  been  given  the 
fact  that  the  state  has  an  opening  for 
a conscientuous  worker  whose  job 
is  simply  to  remove  from  this  sphere 
an  occasional  murderer  or  dangerous 
criminal.  The  wages  are  good  and 
the  position  comparatively  easy.  De- 
spite , the  interesting  prospectus,  not 
a single  application  has  been  received 
and  to  all  appearances  none  will  be. 
With  little  alternative,  the  legislators 
now  are  discussing  the  question  of 
executing  criminals  with  the  aid  of 
firing  squads.

Students  began  working  on  the 
Young  university  stadium  yesterday 
morning,  under  a plan  devised  and 
passed  on  by  the  student  body  coun- 
cil- at  a,  meeting  held  last  Thursday 
afternoon  in  the  president’s  office. 
Under  the  system,  each  member  of  a 
work  unit  will  be  held  responsible  for 
two  days’  work,  either  by  the  sweat 
of  the'  brow,  or  by  forfeiture  of  $2.50 
per  day  to  pay  to  have  the  work 
done.  The  captain  of  each  work  unit 
will  be  held  responsible  for  the  re- 
porting of  the  time  put  in  by  the 
.members  of  the  group. 

The  wOfk  units  will  be  co-existenf 
with  the  social  units  as  far  as  the  so- 
cial units  are  organized.  Those  who 
have  not  become  affiliated  with  a so- 
cial units  will  be  divided  into  the  same 
work  units  by  the  class  presidents,  a 
captain  to  be  appointed  from  their 
number. 

Days  will  be  assigned  to  three  or 
four  work  units,  according  to  the 
size,  which  will  keep  approximately 
sixty  men  on  the  field  per  day 

The  girls  have  been  asked  to  fur- 
nish lunches,  for  the  men  who  work, 
under  the  same  system  of  organiza- 
tion.- 

The  working  day  was  set  at  seven 
hours. 

The  reason  for  placing  the  work 
at  this  particular  time  on  the  calen- 
dar, as  explained  by.  President  Har- 
ris, is  that  the  work  must  be  done  in 
time  to  secure  the  volunteer  service 
of  the  Knight  Coal  & Ice  Company’s 
trucks  .between  the  coal  and  the  ice 
season,  that  being  the  only  time  they 
will  be  available. 

“Only  sickness  or  death  should  be 
an  excuse  for  not  performing  the  la- 
ber  as  prescribed,”  said  President 
Harris,  “and  should  anyone  refuse  to 
fulfill  his  agreement  as  made  in  as- 
sembly last  fall,  I am  sure  that  the 
student  body  will  mete  out  proper 
punishment  in  the  usual  manner.” 

It  was  intimate'd,  or,  rather  assured, 
by  the  president  that  the  examinations 
which  will  be  necessarily  missed  this 
week  may  be'  taken  at  specially  pro- 
vided times,  arid  that  ordinary  class 
recitations  will  be  forgiven  the  stu- 
dent who  is  assigned  to  labor. 

It  was  pointed  out  by  the  president; 
that  each  hundred  dollars  saved  in 
the  building,  such  -as  procuring  the 
services  of  the  trucks  free  to  haul  the 
cinders  for  the,  track,  is  a direct  asset 
to  the  student  body.  “This  is  seen 
clearly  when  it  is  explained,’”  he  fur- 
ther stated  “that  the  structure  must  be 
paid  for  out  of  the  receipts,  and  that, 
once  it  is  paid  for,  the  receipts  will 
become  proift.” 

The  student  body  officers  were; 
elected  as  a committee  of  the  whole 
to-  be  responsible  for  the  execution  of 
the  plan,  and  it  - is  to  them  that  the 
captains  are  to  report  finally.

The  Provo  high  school  swim- 
ming pool  will  furnish  the  set- 
ting for  the  Rocky  Mountain 
conference  swimming  meet  next 
Friday  and  Saturday  nights  at 
8 o’clock.  This  meet  . promises  to 
be  one  of  the  really  big  events  of 
the  athletic  season,  in  as  much  as 
there  are  twelve  schools  eligible  . 
to  be  represented  at  this  affair, 
most  of  which  are  expected  to 
send  their  entrance  lists  in  during 
the  week. 

The  meet  consists  of  eight 
events  and  judging  from  the 
facts  uncovered  at  the  recent  di- 
visional meet  at  Salt  Lake  City 
last  week-end,  and  . from  the  ad- 
ditional competition  that  will  come 
from  the  Eastern  division,  there 
will  be  such  competition  in  every 
event  that  the  fans  will  be  as- 
sured of  seeing  some  beautiful 
races  when  these  natators  get  to- 
gether. 

There  will  be  gold,  silver  and 
bronze  medals  awarded  for  first, 
second  and  third  places  in  each 
event  for  individual  perform- 
ances, in  addition  to  the  confer- 
ence honors  that  will  be  at  stake. 

There  are  three  Utah  schools, 
one  Montana,  one  Wyoming,  and 
seven  Colorado  schools  eligible  to 
send  teams.  It  is  not  yet  definite- 
ly known  how  many  of  the  east- 
ern colleges  will  enter.  ■

ing capacity  for  200  and  standing 
room  for  100  people  arranged  for 
both  nights.  A small  charge  will 
be  made  for  the  preliminary  heats 
Friday  night  and  a charge  of  fifty 
cents  for  general  admission  and 
seventy-five  cents  for'  reserver 
seats  will  be  charged  at  the  finals 
to  be  held  on  Saturday  night.  No 
complimentary  tickets  will  be  is- 
sued for  the  finals.

Bud  did  his  usual  stuff,  however, 
winning  two  firsts  and  swimming  on 
the  relay  team  as  well. 

Erickson  was  the  surprise  of  thq 
day  when  he  came  through  winner  'in 
the  fancy  diving.

the  best  of  it  on  the  straight  dives, 
and  on  the  required  dives,  buty  the 
crimson  swimmer  took  the  lead  on  the 
optional  dives  and  barely  scraped 
through  winner.
